The day fixed for the people to de- 
termine at the ballot box whether or 
not a Convention will be held — ihe 
first Tuesday in June — is war at 
hand.

Burnt Hickory Gold Mines.

aval the darkest days of the Michlle 
Aies. r l'he little Btilgm-ian town of 
Turtukal, situated acioss the Da- 
nube fipiii Olteniiza and twenfy- 
eisrht miles west southwest of Siil-> 
sti ia, possessed many chiistian in- 
habitants. Although in numbers far 
fewer tlmn the Turks, they were in 
every way an iudusti ions and vaU 
liable part of the population. On 
the night of the 16ih (Wednesday 
last) the Turkish citizens of the town 
joined with the troops in the forts 
■ess, ii-oni which the village takes 
ts name, and began an ons'anght 
upon the Christians. The tamage 
began in all parts of the town at 
once. The doors of those who at*, 
tempted to defend their homes were 
broken in, and the massacres and 
ages were perpetrated within 
liwellb gs. In many instances, 
however, the attacking parties ens 
oeuntered th< families seated togeth- 
er in front <'f their houses, 'ihe 
meth"d in snch cases generally was 
to either sabre or shout the father 
ani elder sons, to break the sku'ls of 
the old women and then to seize and 
outrage the younger women. In 
very many cases the outrages were 
perpetrated by neighbors and <i'i- 
zens of the t.nwn well known to the 
poor miserable victims. Nobody 
was spared who w s captured. Scene.- 
of frightful airncity .occurred- The 
cries of the fleeing women and chiK 
dren were heard at the outposts of 
tlieB"umanian troops encamped be- 
low Ofteniza and a smrdl party of 
brave fellows, under cover of the 
darkness, ventured across the river, 
in the. hope of being able to rescue 
some of ihe fnoitives. They were 
partially successitil and brought two 
Bu'g.uiia men back with them. One 
of the fugitiv .s vvai; quite an old 
man, and was fur a long time unable 
to speak from grief and wild terror. 

Thursday, 
he was composed sufficiently to talk 
with the Roumanian officers, he de- 
scribed the killing of his wife and 
eldest son in If s sight, and the car- 
rying off of his daughter, lie seeth- ;

The ex-governor has come for the 
purpose of standing his trial in the 
cases that the state of Georgia has 
against him. 

A Constitution reporter called on 
him yesterday and found him in the 
best of health and spirits. Has hand- 
some bosom moustache is just gray- 
ing a trifle at the ends, but he shows 
no other sings of aging, and is about 
as fine looking a man as can be found 
in a ten day's journey. 

We asked him — "Governor, have 
you anything to say to the people 
of Georgia, through the press?"

ual but reticent. He says, "Gov* 
ernor Bullock is here for the purpose 
of standing'his trial, and we expect 
to be ready to try the case when it is 
called.

"I heard positively that the cases 
would be called only on the 26th. 
last Saturday. I at once telegraph- 
ed Governor Bullock to this effect 
and asked him to come on.

THE OLD LOUD MINE, 

Upon which water was brought 
by a ditch six miles long last year, 
is fully sustaining its old reputation 
as a rich deposit mine. It having 
been worked during the month of 
May. The water in the new ditch 
being very low they only worked 
two or three hands, and hauling all 
the earth to the place in wheelbar- 
rows. They obtained 425 dwts. of 
gold, some of it in nuggets from 1 to 
18 dwts., at a cost of labor and tools 
of only $116. The surface thus 
laboriously worked say some ty 
square rods, average 3 feet deep, 
could have been worked, in one or 
two days with hydraulic hose, the 
surface thus worked yielded about 
100 dwts. of gold to the square rod. 
By an outlay sufficient to bring in 
Loud Creek water, for which they 
have a charter, the yield of gold 
would be wonderfully increased. 

BENSTiNG MINE 

This mine which has been at woik 
for the past year with a small 10 
stamp mill doieg mostly prospecting 
work, opening Up the mine in va- 
rious places, has now deve'oped and 
uncovered the most astounding 
amount of good p lying ore, and now 
only needs its stamps inciva^eri to 
the capac ty of its ample water pow- 
er, say 50 or 60, heavy stamps to 
to reward its enterprising owners 
with a rich return for their outlay. 
It has lately with its ten stamps 
yieded as much or more gold than 
some larger mills, and the mills in 
the vicinty are giviug sit sfactory 
icsults.

The Wonderful History of Dr. John 
Friedri'ch Von Herder. 

The most important event in the 
history of the German Pioneer As- 
sociation probably occurred last 
evening, at their regular meeting, 
being the advent among them of an 
old Prussian soldier and physician, 
nearly a hundred years old, who had 
served in most of the great wars of 
the last and the present century.

He was in 
Egypt; beheld the celebrated charge 
of the Mamelukes upon the French 
squares and heard the famous ex- 
hortation of the petit corporal, tel- 
ling his soldiers that forty centuries 
were looking down nppn them from 
the summits of the Pyramids. He 
saw Waterloo, the charge of the Cair- 
assiers, the defeat of the Old Guard, 
the slaughter of the terrible pur- 
suit. 

Afterward he joined the Turkish 
army, and continued in the service 
ofthe Sultan until the time of the 
Greek war, and the Massacre r,f 
Scio, when his sympathies being- 
enlisted in the cause Of humanity, 
he joined the Greek forces as an ar- 
my physician. After the war he 
again went to France, and joined 
the French army. He went to Al- 
giers and served there, He subse- 
quently returned to Germany, got 
married, and took part lit the dev- 
olution of '48; and,, had to fly the 
country; On coming here with his 
wife and children, he went to St. 
Louis; and receiving .$35,000 dollars 
soon after from the remainder of his 
father's Estate, started in the nur-

AMORAL SUICIDE, 

He Leaves His Boy of Fourteen to 
'fake My Example as a Warning-' 

The following is a translation of 
the letter left by A. W. Holbert, the 
Swedish waiter, who shot himself at 
No. 368 Fourth avenue: 

New York, June 2, 1877. 

Mv Dear Axel: It gives me much 
pain to inform you about the act I 
am about to commit. My consti- 
tution is entirely broken down, and 
I do uot see any way to escape from 
my difficulties during the rest of my 
life. I am unable to provide a living 
for myself or to help you along any 
further. Instead of passing the rest 
of my days in a hospital or poor 
house, I prefer to take my own life. 
Try to bear this calamity lightly, 
and don't take it too much to heart- 
Endeavor to lead a pure life, and 
treat every one properly, doing only 
what ia right. Then, I hope, God will 
help you, and you prove to be a good 
citizen, succeed better than I have, 
and fare better here and hereafter. I 
have written to Wilson and Collin 
and asked them to assist you as 
much as they can, and I have request- 
ed Mr. Dilden to help you to write 
to your Uncle Aldoph. I suppose 
many will ask the reason why I lake 
my own life. You may only tell 
them that I was in such poor health 
that I could not earn my own living 
any longer. I leave these directions 
to you. Take my example as a warn 
ing your while life through, and ii 
you should encounter misfortunes 
and things look dark have patience 
and trust in God. I had a gen'le 
and Christian bringing ap in my 
native home, but I neglected to pro- 
fit by it. I know that I have tried 
to do my best since I took charge of 
you-. If you should purohance meet 
your uncle Adolph tell him that my 
last farewell was to you and him. I 
will also ask you to remember an- 
other thing which is of great impors 
tance in this life for a young man, 
to be prudent and self^restrained, be 
temperate and chaste, and if you are 
too young to understand these sims 
pie teachings, ktep these lines in 
memory of your unfortunate father. 
I had milch more to tell you, but 1 
am too tired to write it, and will on- 
ly sign my last farewell.
